Parents Hide Disease

M.O.H. Clamps Down 

Scarlet Fever and Whooping-Cough Unreported, 

Dr. Wesley States, Citing Health Act Requirements

"Ever since the big toxoid 
clinic for scarlet fever last sum- 
mer, there has been an odd case 
of the trouble developing in 
town, and mostly on the west 
side," said. Dr. J. II. Wesley, 
M.O.H-, this week. 

"It would appear that there is 
some neglect or ignorance as the 
cause," said Dr. Wesley. "Child- 
ren from infective houses have 
been found running at liberty 
about the streets and mixing 
with other children. As far as 
known, all homes have been 
quarantined, yet there are some 
people so selfish as to try to 
cover up a child while the rash 
is out. and to turn it loose to mix 
with others as soon as the active 
signs of the trouble have passed. 

"There is also a stray case or 
two of whooping-cough at large 
in town and not under quaran- 
tine. Complaints have come to 
the sanitary inspectors and the 
board of health about the neglect 
of the householders to notify the 
board of health of these com- 
municable diseases. All schools, 
homes and places of business are 
affected and inconvenienced by 
these epidemics, and it is the in- 
tention of the board of health to 
carry out the regulations of the 
department, as this appears to be 
the only way to keep the town 
clear of communicable diseases. 

"Scarlet fever and whooping- 



bough are two of the diseases re- 
quiring notification, and must be 
reported to the medical health 
officer or the secretary of the 
local board of health. 

"For scarlet fever, the house 
must be placarded and the 
patient isolated for 28 days from 
the appearance of the rash, 
while all contacts are quaran- 
tined for seven days. School 
children and teachers who are 
immune may change their 
dence and continue at school at 
the discretion of the M.O.H. 

"Apparently some people are 
under the impression that there 
is no quarantine for whooping- 
cough, but the regulations for 
the control of communicable 
diseases say that the house where 
whooping-cough exists is to be 
placarded, and the patients iso- 
lated for three weeks from the 
commencement of the whoop, 
while all contacts are to be iso- 
lated for 14 days. 

"The restrictions of the Health 
Act are not so severe lately, be- 
cause in most diseases the M.O.H. 
is allowed to make provision for 
the breadwinner of the family to 
continue with his work. 

"It has been noted that many 
children who have been toxoided 
against scarlet fever have been 
exposed to the disease, and have 
not taken it."

"While acting as MXfcH. for the 

town it becomes a responsible part 
of his duty to advise you good 
people in matters other than 
health;* Dr. J. H, Wesley, M.O-H-, 
said this week. "Last week the 
article displayed on the front 
page of the Bra and Express was 
about the benefits to the rising 
generation by the. employment of 
a full-time health nurse, with her 
*ps"*- work extending through the homes 
of all primary and secondary 
school children of the town. 

"This week may I bring before 
you a matter of far greater im- 
portance at the present time than 
that of a school nurse. X refer to 
the protection of these little ones. 
It gets me every day when I think 
of what the next five, ten or 
twenty years may mean for our 
children. Every day the terrible 
news of the war is coming nearer 
home and yet it does seem that we 
are asleep and do not realize the 
great danger we are facing. When 
we speak of the 'duration,* or 
'after the war/ is the idea not 
coupled with fear, worry, anxiety 
and obscurity? In the light of the 
many reverses over the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans, as well as over 
nearly all Europe, Asia and Africa, 
with attacks now coming to the 
eastern and western shores of our 
North American continent, is it not 

time to speed up our defences? 
"If the town has $2,000 to spend. 

I venture to suggest that it might 
be better spent in war bonds. But 
the co3t of the health nurse must 
be paid by the town council, either 
by increasing the mill fate in taxes 
or by borrowing. Our taxes, in- 
cluding the defence of the empire 
tax and the Income tax, are to be 
greatly increased this year, so we 
are told by Finance Minister Ilsley. 
A new war loan is to be floated 
shortly and we intend to buy all 
we can, even though we have not 
been able as yet to get clear with 
the bank for the last. We will 
forget the hardships and privations, 
the higher costs of living, and the 
worry about gas and rubber tires, 
Jf only we can sec that the Allied 
forces are holding back the hordes 

of Hitler. 

"We have the best schools and 
teachers we ever had, and preven- 
tive medicine is giving the young- 
er generation better health, with 
bigger, healthier, more resistant 
bodies and longer life than the 
world has ever known, but when 
our present civilization is threat- 
ened with being torn up by the 
roots from all sides by the world's 
most ruthless and Inhuman 
enemies, it seems to me the Idea of 

a health nurse at the present time 
is lost In the importance of keep- 
ing our Canada safe from the rav- 
ages of war. 

"Still 1 am only one and have no 
desire to Impose my pessimistic 
ideas on the town in the matter of 
engaging a health nurse, for It Is 
the democratic right and duty to 
decide this matter by a plebiscite 
submitted to the electors at the 
next municipal election In Decem- 
ber."

Donald Gordon did a very 
clever job of side-stepping 
questions on price control when 
he replied to both farmers and 
labor over the air. His main 
defence was that the government 
forms the policy, and he just 
carries it out. 

Although the government and 
the wartime prices and trade 
| board are vitally concerned in 
maintaining supplies of certain 
j vital types of food, their main 
job is to keep prices from rising. 
Yet they have no concern over 
the huge spread between the 
producer and the consumer. 

Mr. Gordon thought that the 
farmer was getting a fair enough 
deal, and that the farm income 
had increased considerably. On 
the other hand, 65 percent of the 
424 Farm Forums across Canada, 
which submitted reports of dis- 
cussions on price control, ex- 
pressed the opinion that price 
control had had an unfavorable 
effect on the farm income. 

In reply to a question concern- 
ing subsidies, Mr. Gordon stated 
that in the case of a temporary 
period of shortages, farmers 
might be given subsidies to pro- 
duce certain products. 

It is the duty of every citizen 
to report any infringement of 
price control to the nearest 
office of the board. Any in- 
creases in retail prices, or the 
sale of an inferior quality of 
goods at the same price as the 
original, is illegal. 

Although Mr. Gordon appears 
honest and conscientious, those 
farm leaders who have 
come in contact with Canada's 
price controller are inclined to 
wish that he had had as much 
experience on the farm as he 
had in the banking business. 

H. H. Hannam, president of 
the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture, says, "The crux of the 
price-ceiling program, as far as 
agriculture is concerned, lies in 
the fact that there is a strong 
disposition on the part of price 
control officials, not to make an 
adjustment in any price, as long 
as the desired volume of supply 
is forthcoming. Unfortunately, 
this means that if farm people, 
in the interests of the United 
Nations' common cause, respond 
nobly to appeals for more food, 
the abundance which they pro- 
vide, at very great sacrifice to 
themselves, will be used as the 
reason for not # moving their 
prices up to a fair and equitable 
position. . . .That policy followed 
to the extreme can mean — the 
greater the sacrifice, the greater 
will be the injustice piled on* 
some primary producers. Surely 
that policy is not good enough 
for a general price ceiling which 
is responsible for establishing the 
balance between major groups in 
the nation. 

"It definitely is not compatible 
with the justice and equality we 
vision in that kind of democracy 
in i the fight for which we have 
fashioned the price ceiling."

Japan Might Attack B. C. 
To Draw R.C.A.F. - Mulock 
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Conscription If Necess- 
ary, Is Policy Of 
North York M.P. 



Japan might launch a full- 
scale attack on tho Canadian 
Pacific coast, to bring Canadian 
airmen back from Britain, or to 
keep newly trained airmen in 
Canada, Hon. W. P. Mulock, 
nostmoster-general nnd member 

for North York, told parliament 
yesterday. 

Supporting tho amendment to 
the Mobilization Act, Col. Mul- 
ock sold that Canada should be 
free to send conscripted men to 
the Aleutian inlands if necess- 
ary. 

Col. Mulock said: "I believe 
tho amendment Is necessary for 
the protection of this country 
nnd for the protection of our 
volunteers overseas. I do not 
believe we can protect Canada 
or win the war by staying with- 
in our boundaries and waiting 
to be attacked any more than 
any other of the United Nations 
can help to win the war by keep- 
ing their troops indefinitely 
within tho borders of their own 
countries. 

'T do not believe that conscrip- 
tion should be put into effect 
unless it is going to assist and 
strengthen the war effort of the 
country, and at this time I do not 
believe that it would do so. I 
agree with the statement of the 
prime minister, 'not necessarily 
conscription, but conscription if 
necessary.'

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NO CAUSE FOR FEAR 

"Hie word "revolutionary,*" used by the Earl 
of Athlone, is not to be feared. The governor- 
general calls for a "revolutionary peace," a peace 
of great changes. He explains: -It means we 
must place greater emphasis on the things ot 
the spirit and less on material wealth. We must 
see that our economic system is adjusted to the 
requirements of the consumer rather than to 
the producer. We must see that our social 
services are organized to produce an increasingly 
high minimum standard of living throughout 

the world." 

How these changes will be brought about none 
of us knows. The co-operative, a form of business 
organization that fits into the competitive system 
but which identifies the interests of the merchant 
and the consumer, the manufacturer and the con- 
sumer, can contribute greatly to the second of 
the three quoted objectives of the governor- 
generaL Co-operatives do not grow like mush- 
rooms, however, and government controls, similar 
to those which now direct the war effort, are 
likely to play a large part in the post-war effort 
<if it is to be made) to make production fit con- 
sumption and production fit needs. 

Toe Earl of Athlone's post-war world is not to 
be feared. Even if it should mean heavy taxation 
and interference in business that before this war 
would not have been welcomed, everybody will 
probably be happier. There should not be the 
same opportunity to make a fortune or the same 
opportunity to starve, but the starving man never 
was happy while he could see others earning 
more than they knew how to use and the fortune- 
maker never was happy while he could sec people 

starving. 

The only post-war development to be feared is 
that there may not be "revolutionary changes."

AIDS BOYS OVERSEAS 
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The Canadian Legion has pro- 
vided magnificent leadership In 
this wartime period. It has meas- 
ured up to every responsibility, just 
as its scores of thousands of mem- 
bers did in another wartime 
period. Service to the men of our 
armed forces is one of its particu- 
lar fields of activity. The worl of 
the Canadian Legions war ser- 
vices shines like brilliant sunlight 
in the midst of our war effort. Its 
educational, personal, entertain- 
ment, and "welcome home" ser- 
vices, to say nothing of its recrea- 
tion huts, hostels, canteen, and 
other services, deserve a full share 
Of praise. 

The cigarettes made available to 
the troops last year by the Cana- 
dian Legion reached 14*4 million. 
In the realm of organized sport, 
the Legion in 1W1 arranged a total 
of 26,000 outdoor, and 69.000 indoor, 
games, which drew a total attend- 
ance of three quarters of a million 
people.

where a big .*Ko"* vote, was rolled 
up in the plebiscite. . He is. how- 
ever, supporting the government's 
amendment to remove territorial 
limitations Of service. His delivery 
and manner was good, and he held 
the attention of the house from 
start to finish- As a maiden ef- 
fort in parliament, it was away 
above par. Whether or not he will 
develop to the point of wearing 
the mantle of L-iurier and La- 
pointe in the eyes of his native 
province is just now the subject of 
active speculation in some quarters 
on parliament hill. 

The galleries of parliament are 
frequently graced by distinguished 
visitors from home and abroad. 
Anna Neagle, brilliant and tal- 
ented British star of the screen, 
was an interested listener the 
other day while the present debate 
was in progress. Two Liberal 
bachelor members, as might be ex- 
pected, figured in the screen 
star's visit to the Commons. Hon. 
Ian MacKenzie escorted her to the 
^alleiy, and could be seen pointing 
out the highlights of the chamber 
to the distinguished guest, while 
Joe Bradette, French-Canadian 
M.P. for Cochrane, delivered, dur- 
ing her brief stay, r. very eloquent 
speech on why he was supporting 
the amendment to the mobilization 
: i ct. 

The mobilization act amendment 
debate saw Opposition Leader Han- 
son at his best. His speech was 
short, compared to the prime min- 
iter's, but it was singularly effec- 
tive. His use of a quotation from 
on c of Gilbert and Sullivan's comic 
operas in satirically answering Mr. 
King on the plebiscite has been 
widely quoted in the piftss. It 
went something like this: 

"A marvellous philologist who'll 

undertake to show 
That 'yes* is but another and a 

neater form of 'noV 

The writing of this article has 
just been interrupted by a "black- 
out." The House does not nor- 
mally sit on Wednesday evenings, 
so not many members were around. 
A "stag" dinner given to an east- 
ern Canadian member prior to his 
marriage was, I am told, in pro- 
gress at the time in one of the 
dinning-rcoms, but the speakers 
went on without interruption in 
spite of the inky darkness. Onc 
thing is certain, nobody would be 
able to read his speech, and that 
must have been all to the good. 
Only today, a cabinet minister bad 
to be halted by the speaker in the 
Commons when he continued to 
read his manuscript. It is encour- 
aging to find that his honor is no 
respecter of persons when such a 
rule Is to be applied. 

Ordinarily the French-Canndlan 
members of the Commons do not 
occupy much of parliament's time 
in debate. The debate on the 
mobilization act amendment has 
brought quite n number from 
Quebec to their feet already, with 
more to follow. So far, the ma- 
jority of those speaking have op- 
posed the legislation. The contri- 
bution of Hon. P. J. Arthur Cardln, 
erstwhile cabinet minister, was 
quite emotional In character and 
not particularly convincing in some 
of* Its logic. He has ? oat much of 
the "punch" he pos' jscd in former 
days, largely due to failing health. 
His portrayal of the French-Cana- 
dian point of view clearly indi- 
cated the sharp cleavages in 
opinion which exists In this Can- 
ada of ours. 

The special parliamentary com- 
mittee on reconstruction and re- 
establlshmcnt recently opened its 
session to the Hon. Walter Nash, 
New Zealand minister to the 
United States. They appear to be 
well advanced "down under" In the 
field of social legislation. Mr. 
Nash's visit and his graphic de- 
scription of New Zealand's progress 
In this direction left a deep Impres- 
sion on those who heard him. In 
part, he said, "We have built in 
Now Zealand alongside our fight- 
ing policy — our war policy — a 
social security system. The Mca 
behind the social security system 
Is that Insofar as n person Is un- 
able to care for himself, then It is 
a collective responsibility to see 
that those things necessary for 
physical welfare and cultural life 
are made available to him." This 
Is closely akin to the policy laid 
down by Churchill and Roosevelt 
In tho Atlantic Charter, where men 
and women In the world's new or- 
der were envisaged as "free from 
fear and want."

To keep this prospect ever 
uppermost in their thoughts and 
prayers, a psychological battle is 
being waged, the chief weapon of 
offence being the V for Victory 
sign. This V is being scribbled on 
walls, sidewalks, houses and cars; 
it is written underneath postage 
stamps, in the corners of handker- 
chiefs and a thousand other places. 



our government or liquor law3, 
gambling rules, Sunday radio pro- 
grams, and so on, would tell a far 
different story. 

Even our churches are not ab- 
solved of all blame. In many of 
them there is but a semblance of 
worship: God's name is used and 
honored with the lips, but one can- 
*#ot escape the conviction that our 
hearts are far from Him. 

In the homes of the so-called 
Christian nations, we have drifted 
a long way from the old mooring 
of family worship, when the Book 
was ever prominent, and every 

member of the household knew 
how to pray. Thus as a company 
of nations, united to win a war 
against aggression, we should also 
unite to seek God, and repent of 
the error of our way3. 

We need V plus W — and the W 
stands for WORK. When France 
fell, the great majority of French- 
men were sitting in luxury and 
fancied security behind the Maginot 
line. To a distressing degree, we 
stlil have a Maginot line complex.

Sometimes Z think the V sign 
must occasionally find its way 
into the lair of the beast of Berlin: 
may it haunt his dreams with 
awful nightmare effects; may it 
appear as dots before bis piggish 
eye?, and may it eventually singe 
his stubby whiskers. 

However, we must admit that 
.psychologically good as this V for 
Victory campaign may be, It will 
never make Hitler surrender; it 
will never take Berlin; it wiH never 
win this war. We need something 
more than V's (and this is the key 
thought of the message)— we need 
V PLUS. 

First, I would suggest that we 
need V plu3 R— the R standing for 
repentance. 

Blind patriotism leads loyal Bri- 
tishers, to wnich class I claim to 
belong, to believe that Germany, 
Italy and Japan have grievously 
sinned, and are entirely responsible 
for this war. No Bane person will 
attempt to deny the wickedness of 
these over-ambitious nations; most 
assuredly they have sinned, and 
the day of reckoning will be terr- 
ible for them. So deep and hein- 
ous Is their sin that I do not be- 
lieve the most high God will per- 
mit them to win this war. But, on 
the other hand, we Britishers and 
Americans have sinned also, and 
somehow 1 do not see how we can 
expect to drink Uie sweet nectar 
of victory until we amend tho 
error of our way, which is the 
surest sign of repentance. 

The sad fact is that in spite of 
the lessons this tragedy should 
have taught us, we are still sin- 
ning. Fur proof, consider the 
lord's Day. Once our streets were 
Mack with people moving to the 
house of God to pay their tribute 
Of praise. Now the streets are 
black each Sabbath, but the people 
Are pleasure bent, for the most 
part Hardly has the Lord's Day 
passed ero the theatres are open, 
which Is keeping the letter of the 
law, but not Uie spirit. We have 

gone pleasure mad; pleasure is on 
th« throne, and God is demoted 

from His rightful place. 
There is not enough godliness in 



f and are convinced they will win 
the battle for us. The mother 
country wakened up to the realiz- 
ation that her armies were not in- 
vincible, and, at long last, it ap- 
pears that every man, woman and 
child Is doing everything possible 
In the cause of victory. We in 
Canada, not to mention other Allies, 
need to awaken out. of our slum- 
ber of blissful ignorance and fan- 
cied security, and get to work for 
the winning of peace. 

Yet I maintain that the most 
important item of work in which 
we can engage is for those who 
follow Jesus Christ to bend every 
effort In bringing our people hack 
to God. God and any one of us 
could win this war. All of t|s to- 
gether, apart from God, could 
never win it. The same God who 
defeated Napoleon with snow- 
flakes, who worsted the Spanish 

armada with a storm, and who held 
the German forces back at Mons, 

could be mighty either for or 
against us. If we will humble our- 
selves and pray, and seek His 
lace, then the mighty arm of 
omnipotence will he outstretched 
on our behalf. 

f Finally, I suggest we need V 
plus. Plus what? Just plus! For 
you will recall that the sign f-f*> 
is the sign of the Cross, and there- 
in I believe lies the answer to the 
whole problem. 

God came down to the cross to 
be reconciled to man. Now man 
must go to the cross of Christ,! 
the only ground of redemption, in 
order to meet God. We must go 
as Individuals, and. like Christian 
of Pilgrim's Progress, lose there 
our burden of unforgiven sin. Then, 
when we have found God at the 
cross, we shall also find that His 
enemies are ours, and <iur foes are 
His, and together we will labor 
for the victor}' that will overshadow 
all others, and rectify the wrongs 
of a dissipated world, the victory 
of righteousness. 
"Hold Thou Thy Cross before my 

closing eyes. 
Shine through the gloom, and point 

me to the skies: 
Heaven's morning breaks, and 

earths vain shadows flee— - 
In life. In death, O Lord, abide 

with me."
